Mr. 'Martin said ninny of the adver- 
tisements published in the newspapers 
were utterly valueless. 

Hon. Mr. Prentice said many of the 
advertisements were published by the 
newspapers for tile information of their 
readers, and were not paid fur. 

Mr. Mi-Phillips made a virulent attack 
on the Colonist, declaring that its re- 
ports of the' debates were deliberately 
garbled mid the utterances of the opposi- 
tion perverted and twisted to meet the 
views of the government, who dominated 
the policy of the paper. He was par- 
ticularly severe on the "Obstruction" 
supplement, which lie declared was a 
tissue of falsehoods and misrepresenta- 
tion, and a gross outrage upon the privi- 
leges of the House.

Lord Diaries Beresford Criticises Deficien- 
cies of the Navy. 

London, June "JO. — During the course of 
•the discussion on the nnvy estimates In the 
House of Commons today, Renr-Admlrnl 
Lord Beresford. Conservative, scathingly 
criticized the deficiency of the navy. lie 
deolarcd the whole Admiralty was rotten, 
anil this led to the extravagance and the 
general wain of efficiency of the navy, on 
which depended! the existence of the Km-' 
plrc. Thla was the judgment of nil tin' 
commissions erf enquiry, and had been 
proven to 'bo a fact. Every Increase in the 
number of ships and every Improvement 
had been tin- result of outside agitation. 
As the result of such agitation the British 
Mediterranean fleet was now a fourth 
stronger than it was a year ago. 

It was remarkable. Lord Beresford added, 
that both army and navy officers wre 
compelled to threaten to resign In order 
to get things righted. Great Britain lias 
only 20,000 naval reserves instead of the 
requisite S0.OO0, and the engine room de- 
partments were thousands of men short. 

As to armament, both the United States 
and France possessed superior guns. Blund- 
ers would continue until a separate'buslness 
'board was appointed at the Admiralty and 
was held responsible for the efficiency of 
the licet. Treasury control was fatal to 
efficiency. 

As an Instance, the speaker pointed out 
the ease of Sir William Vernon Hnrcourt, 
Liberal, who. when he was chancellor of 
the exchequer, put his pen through the 
ammunition supplies after the guns had 
been ordered. 

The Secretary of the Admiralty. Mr. Ar- 
ndld-Foster, In a general reply to the criti- 
cisms of the navy, denied that the Admir- 
alty bail been Influenced by Lord Beres- 
ford's threats to resign. The navy, he 
added, has been steadily Improving imt 
there was still room for the reinforcement 
and intellectual equipment of the system 
which directs or ought to direct, the forces 
of the Empire.

Workers of America, that the supply of 
bituminous and anthracite coal above 
ground would be exhausted In less than 
three months If there should be a general 
suspension of work In the mines. Accord- 
lug to this estimate if the national conven- 
tion of mine workers In Indianapolis. July 
17th, should vote for n general suspension 
of >work In support of the anthracite strik- 
ers, the vast Industrial machinery of the 
country would be handicapped. Thousands 
of factories would have to suspend work.

London, June 20.— In an Interview today 
on the forthcoming colonial conference, 
Edmund Barton, Premier of Australia, said 
ho considered that an Imperial customs 
union was not within the bounds of prac- 
tical politics, though It might be possible 
many years hence. Imperial free trade now 
would deprive the young communities of 
their main source of revenue, namely, the 
customs, and render It Impossible to carry 
on their Internal government successfully. 

Mutual tariff concessions within the Em- 
pire might lie arranged on a more practical 
basis, and he hoped to see the difficulties 
In the way of such concessions removed. 



GORDON HANGED. 



Murderer at Brandon Loses Ills Life on 
Scaffold. 

Brandon, Man., June 20.— This morning 
at 8.0.S Walter Gordon expiated on the 
gallows the murder of Charles Daw and 
Jacob Smith. The execution was carried 
out without a hitch, and life was pro- 
nounced extinct l.'l minutes after UadclllTe 
sprung the trap. The last act In the drama 
was not marked by any sensational inci- 
dent. The doomed man walked to the 
scaffold, accompanied by his spiritual ad- 
viser and] jail officials, without the faint- 
est sign of fear. Last night he slept but 
little. He spent the greater part of the 
night In converse with Governor Acton, of 
the jail, and with Ids spiritual adviser. 
Previous to leaving his cell to mount the 
gallows stairs the prisoner shook hands 
•with Itndeliffe. It was while Rev. Mr. 
Henry was reciting the Lord's Prayer and 
when' he had reached the words: "And 
forgive us our trespasses" that Radcllffe 
pulled the holt and Gordon's body went 
crashing through the trap. Great care had 
been taken that only those having some 
direct interest in the execution, such as 
clergymen, newspapermen and physicians 
should be present to witness it. Large 
crowds had gathered early on the hills 
outside (lie prison, but they saw little of 
the proceedings.

The Pro- 
fessor's report, comprising the chronicles 
of bis researches for the past ten years 
is ready for the printers, but will not bo 
republished by the British Association 
until tho end of the year. In speaking 
this report. Prof. Hill-Tout says, "I 
find by my researches that the present 
Siwnshes nrc a modern people. They 
are not the builders of the kitchen 
midden, but settled in British Columbia. 
Idaho, "Washington and Montana and 
part of Oregon. They are not builders 
of the kitchen midden (or mounds), be- 
cause the human remains found in these 
mounds tire indicative of an entirely 
different race. The mound builders bad 
long, high, narrow heads, and the Si- 
wash have wide squat or lint bonds.

AND WHEREAS, a sum of $15,000 will 
be required for the purchase, of the fund 
requisite as the slto of the Free Public 
Library, and It Is desired by the Council 
of tho corporation of the City of Victoria 
to raise such sum by way of loan upon 
the credit of the corporation of the U-ity 
of Victoria. 

AND WHEREAS, tae whole ratable land 
and Improvements or real property of the 
said corporation of the City of Victoria, 
according to the last revised assessment 
roll for the year 1001. was $14,090,400. 

AND WHEREAS, the total amount re-, 
quired to be raised annually by rate for 
paying the debt which will be created here- 
under and the Interest thereon, and for 
creating an annual Blnklng fund for the 
payment off of the said debt within fifty 
years according to law Is $01)8.25. 

AND WHEREAS. It will require an an- 
nual rate of one-twentieth of one mill 
in the dollar for paying the new debt and 
interest. 

AND WHEREAS, this by-law may not 
be altered or repealed except with the 
consent of the Lieutenant-Governor In 
Council :

able for the erection thereon of a Free 
Public Library, aud thereon to erect with 
the moneys to be provided by the dona- 
tion aforesaid a Free Public Library ac- 
cording to the pious nnd specifications to 
be approved by the Council. 

2. It shall bo lawful for the Council 
by resolution from time to time to ap- 
propriate and authorize the Issuance of a 
warrant or warrants to pay, and for the 
reasurer to pay such sum or sums of money 

out of the municipal revenue for the men 
current year, not exceedlne $5,000 in any 
year required for the purposes of the main- 
tenance of such Free Public Library as may 
be from time to Hum recommended to tli^ 
Council by report of the Finance com- 
mittee of' the Council, such report bear- 
ing an endorsement by the City Auditor 
that the funds arc on band and are unap- 
propriated and are available to meet the 
proposed expenditure. 

8. It sliail be lawful for the Mayor of 
the corporation of the City of Victoria 
to borrow upon the credit of the said cor- 
poration, by way of the debentures herein- 
after mentioned, from any person or persons 
r body or bodies corporate who may be will- 
ing to advance the same as a loan, a sum of 
money not exceeding In the whole the 
sum iif $15,000 currency or sterling money, 
nt the rate of -1.8(1 2-3 dollars to the one 
pound sterling, and cause all such sums ho 
raised or received to be paid Into the 
bands of the treasurer of the said cor- 
poration, for the purpose and with tho 
object hereinbefore Tcclted: 

4. It shall be lawful for the Mavor to 
ctuso nay number of debentures to be 
made, executed, nnd Issued for such sums 
<is may be required, not exceeding, how- 
ever, the sum of $15,000, either in cur- 
rency or sterling fat the rate aforesaid), 
each of the said debentures being of the 
amount of $1,000 or Its sterling equivalent, 
nt the rate aforesaid, and nil such 
debentures shall be sealed with the seal of 
the said corporation and signed by the 
■Mayor thereof. 

5. The said debentures shall near date 
as of the date of the final pas- 
sing of this by-law nnd shall be 
made payable la fifty yeaTS from 
said date, at such place, either In Great 
Britain, the United States of America, 
or the Dominion of Canada, as inny be 
designated thereon, and shall have at- 
tached to them coupons for the payment 
of Interest, and the signatures to the In- 
terest coupons- may be either written, 
stamped, printed or lithographed. 

0. The said debentures shall bear In- 



terest at the rate of lour ner cent per 
annum from the date thereof, which Inter- 
est shall be puyuble half-yearly at such 
" place either in Great Britain, the United 
States of America, or the Dominion of 
Canada, as may be expressed in the de- 
benture aud coupon. 

7 It shall be lawful for the said Mayor 
to causo the said debentures and Interest 
coupons either or both, to bo made pay- 
able ut such place, either In Great Britain, 
the United States of America, or In the 
Dominion of Canada, as may be desired. 

8. It shall bo lawful for the Mayor of 
the' said corporation to dispose of the 
said debentures at a rate below par, aad 
to authorize the treasurer to pay out of the 
sums so raised by the sale of the said 
debentures, all expenses connected with 
the preparation und lithographing of the 
debentures and coupons, or any discount 
or commissions or other chaws Incidental 
to the sale of the said debentures.

WHEREAS, Mr. Andrew Cnrnegle has 
signified his Intention of making to the 
City of Victoria a donation of $50,000 
to enable the erection of a Free 1'ubllc 
Library for the benefit of the citizens of 
the City of Victoria. 

AND WHEREAS, the Council of the 
corporation of the City of Victoria pro- 
pose to erect such 1'ubllc Library upon 
municipal lauds within the City of Victoria. 

AND WHEREAS, a sum of J5.000 will 
bo required to be expended upon the 
maintenance of the suld Library anuil- 
ally and It is essential to obtain the assent 
of the electors to such annual expenditure. 

Now, therefore, the Municipal Council 
of the Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria enacts as follows: 

1. A Free Pub'.lc Library shall, with the 
funds so donated by Mr. Andrew Carne- 
gie as aforesaid, be erected upon land be- 
longing to the municipality, and according 
to plans and specifications to be approved 
by the Council.

TH'K- OAUX'EGIE LIBRARY. 

There is no doubt but that the by-law 
providing for the acceptance of the 
Carnegie Library building will be vari- 
ed, provided that ratepayers who favor 
it take the trouble to vote. But we en- 
treat the people of Victoria to remember 
that there are always those who will 
vote against auy civic improvement from 
a short-sighted idea of their own in- 
terest, aud that if the by-law, is lost, it 
will be lost through the apathy of those 
who are in favor of it. The general 
Opinion seems to he, and we are in 
hearty agreement with it, that the by- 
law providing #10,000 for the purchase 
of a site should be defeated, and that 
one gf tliQ sites already owned by the 
city should be utilized. We fuvor th,Q 
site opposite tho post olllce. If the actual 
amount of ground owned by the city Is 
too small, enough can be acquired for a 
very reasonable gum, to expand tiie n.ren 
to an ample silo for the purpose of a 
library building. A building at this 
point instead of an unsightly mass of 
rocks, wiil very properly round off the 
appearance of the new breakwater when 
completed. The site is perhaps not no 
central as some which might be purchas- 
ed, but it is central enough. The busi- 
ness of all takes them to the post office, 
and on that ground no objection could 
be raised to the site in question, which 
would uot apply equally to the location 
of the post ollice. A library built there 
would not merely be an ornament to the 
city, but it would itself have an open 
prospect to the bay, providing ample 
light to the interior of the building, and 
aiso giving an adequate opportunity for 
architectural talent to take advantage of 
the situation. A really artistic building 
placed upon this site would add to the 
already conspicuous beauty, so far as 
buildings go, of this part of the town, 
the first which strikes the visitor's eye. 
■When the James Bay causeway is com- 
pleted, and the line sweep of the retain- 
ing wall now being built has come into 
full relief, when the Hats have been re- 
claimed and made the site of a line hotel 
aul opera house, setting off the Parlia- 
ment buildings, the Carnegie Library 
and tho i>osf olllce, the first impression 
of strangers will be that Victoria does 
not owe all her attractions to her na- 
tural advantages, but that her sur- 
roundings have bred in her citizens an 
artistic sense of appropriateness and 
beauty. 

WATBH KATES. 

This idea of raising municipal revenue 
out of water rates is wrong. It is an 
improper and inequitable menus of rais- 
ing revenue. It effects no good purpose 
in tho economy of water at the seasons 
of the year when it is advisable to 
economize, because if a man is com 
polled to pay more for bis water, he will 
naturally consider himself so much the 
moro entitled to a lavish use of it. "We 
also object to the meter system for rea- 
sons we have pointed out before, and 
which appear to us to bo valid, partieu 
larly in a city so dependent for its at- 
traction upon the perennial greenery of 
its lawns and gardens. But the meter 
system might be applied in such a way 
as to prevent the wanton waste of water 
and to remedy the inequalities of flic

present system of rating.- At the pres- 
ent time many are paying a high water 
rate, and actually consuming lees water 
than those who are paying n lower rate. 
This does not appear to be just. Sup- 
pose the city were to instul meters with 
B lixed minimum charge for a maximum 
amount of water, would not waste be 
prevented without necessary consump- 
tion being in any way interfered with? 
For instance, if the lowest monthly wat- 
er rate now paid were fixed as the mini- 
mum charge, and the average amount of 

,'ater used in houses of this rating al- 
lowed as the maximum number of gal- 
lons which could be used for this amount 
of money, there would be no restriction 
in the necessary use of water, but there 
would be a penalty upon its waste. If a 
householder's meter registered the use 
of a larger number of gallons than were 
permitted for the minimum rate, let him 
pity for his extra consumption at the 
rate of twenty cents per thousand gal- 
lons, or whatever rate might be lixed. 
If it registered less, he would still pay 
the minimum rate as at present. It 
seems to us that this is a system which 
might be applied to everyone, and that 
it would be uniformly equitable. It 
would cause no hardship, but it would 
prevent waste. Leaky taps would soon 
be attended to, and the habit of throw- 
ing the nozzle of a hose down on the 

round, and permitting it to run until 
a pool is formed round it, would soon be 
broken. There may be objections to 
such a system, there may be insuperable 
difficulties in the way of its practical 
adoption. We do not profess expert 
knowledge on the subject of water con- 
sumption. But it' such a system were in 
effect h would afford a mechnnical cheek 
upon the wanton waste of water, re- 
lieving those who are willing lu pay for 
water, and who do pay for it, from the 
disability of nol being able to secure it. 
Aiming the sufferers at the present time 
i.s the Colonist iPrinting & Publishing 
company. The water tap, which supplies 

he composing room is dry every evening 
just now, at a tiuie when water is very 
much needed, namely from seven to ten 
ut night. This is not as it should be 
in a city where the water supply should 
be ample and should also be properly re- 
gulated. Some remedy is required, eith- 
er more water or the prevention of 
waste. To raise the rates will neither 
provide more water nor prevent the 
waste of what there is. 



CANADIAN INDUSTRY. 

The .Money Market Review publishes 
an article which brings into clear relief 
a problem which at the present lime is 
vitally interesting to Canada. We make 
no apology for giving the following ex- 
tract: 

The struggle between the commercial 
nations of the world has hitherto been 
chiefly in connection with markets or 
outlets for their various productions; but 
although this struggle is likely to con- 
tinue and even to increase ill intensity 
during the next two or three decades, 
another and, if possible, a more import- 
ant contest lias already begun and Will 
gradually attract considerable intention. 
This contest may be called the light for 
the control of raw material. It is rath- 
er curious to note how, in times gone by, 
this question of raw material has been 
neglected and the problems connected 
with it allowed to solve themselves. It 
seems to have been thought that, pro- 
vided the money to buy was forthcom- 
ing, it muttered little under whose con- 
trol the raw material of industry lay; 
and even iu the present day but few- 
people recognize tho immense scope of 
tho question. Latterly some glimmer- 
ings of intelligence upon the subject have 
been seen in Lancashire, where the dif- 
ficulty of carrying on a large industry 
dependent for its supply of material uiion 
a commercially hostile country is grow- 
ing year by year. Cotton magnates 
are just beginning to recognize the fact 
that unless a solution can lie found 
promptly the Lancashire cotton industry 
is doomed, lu this particular instance 
the importance of the matter is made 
more clear by the peculiar ability shown 
in (Vmsi-ican VnW cotton circles lor nrti- 
liclally manipulating the price of the 
staple, so that the British industry is 
compelled to pay every year CrOm two 
to three millions sterling more than it 
should do for cotton If the article were 
supplied under natural conditions. Hence 
control of this particular kind of 
,- material is specially desired in Lnu- 
hire, and the necessity for obtaining 
such control is more obvious. But this 
necessity is equally great in every other 
industry, and eventually, under modern 
conditions of trade, only those concerns 
will survive who are in a position to 
secure it. The idea underlying the var- 
ious schemes of Protection now adopted 
by nearly all the great commercial na- 
tions is essentially connected with this 
need for control of raw material. The 
development of each country is to be so 
guided that it can produce from its own 
resources most, if not all, of its require- 
ments. Economically no doubt the prin- 
ciple is false and extravagant, but it is 
likely to continue in operation for a 
long while to come, uud it will be our 
business, as the only commercial nation 
which has been able to do without pro- 
tection, to see that we are not at last 
shut out. from the free use of the raw 
material we need for our industries. 

The economic problem here presented 
is not approached from tin; Canadian 
point of view. But the article contains 
a remarkably clear appreciation of its' 
nature as well as a very apt illustration 
of the effects of the natural, as opposed 
to the artificial, exchange of raw ma- 
terial. With reference to her supplies 
of raw cotton. Great Britain is largely 
dependent upon the United States, and 
the United States has not been slow to 
take advantage of that fact. A condi- 
tion of affairs has resulted which, if i". 
does not jeopardize, certainly handicaps 
the industry of cotton manufacture in 
Great Britain. The United States has 
long been working to remove this manu- 
facture to its own territory, and. by vir- 
tue of its control of the raw material it 
will eventually succeed, unless Great 
iBritain is able to Bnd and control other 
sources of supply. The converse of the 
problem applies to Canada, not in refer- 
ence to cotton, but in reference to lum- 
ber and iron. The United States is 
daily becoming more dependent upon 
our forests and deposits of iron for the 
prosecution of its industries dependent 
upon these materials. Doubtless there 
is much wood and iron still left in the 
United States, but the Canadian supplies 
can be more cheaply extracted and more 
economically transported to many im- 
portant seats of industry. We have all 
akng maintained that through the con- 
trol enjoyed by this province over inex- 
haustible supplies of raw material for 
industries dependent upon wood and 
iron, (and what industries are not so de- 
pendent ?) British Columbia controls tho 
situation so far as the growth of in- 
dustry and commerce upon the Pacific 
Ocean is concerned, and we are glad to 
have such an authority as the Money 
Market dtcview, in h carefully reasoned 
find convincing argument, upon our side.

There was a very good turnout at tin: 
gular monthly meeting of the Board 
of Trade yesterday afternoon, but very 
little business was done. President L. 

McQundo occupied the chair, 
amongst those present being Messrs. 
Thos. Earlo, M.P., Christie, Blackwood, 
Shallcross, l.oiser, Lugrin, Croft, Swin- 
rtou, Scabrook, Mitchell, Andrews, 
Lenz, Hums, Irving, Pitts and Vincent. 

Three items appeared on the agenda 
paper. The first of these had regard to 
the formation of an Associated Board 
of Trade for the Coast cities, anil a 
committee consisting of the ollicers of 
the board and J. ,1. Shallcross was ap- 
pointed to undertake the preliminary 
work. 

Hy. Croft, for the mining commit lee, 
asked more time for the making of their 
report on the iron ore bounty question, 
ns they had not yet secured all the in- 
formation necessary for an intelligent 
handling of the mutter. This was grant- 
ed. (.'. 11. Lugrin, in a brief speech, 
referred to the lack of definite details 
about the resources of even the south- 
rrn part of the Island, and hoped that 
some method could be devised for col- 
lecting reliable data concerning this 
rich country and for publishing and dis- 
seminating such information far and 
wide. In this connection Mr. Shallcross 
pointed out that the Dominion govern- 
ment, was about to send a geological 
survey party down the Coast, but that 
this season's work would only be pre- 
liminary, three or four years being need- 
id to complete their task. 

J. J. Shallcross then brought up the 
question of the ('. I'. X. service on the 
West Coast of tin' Island. Their sub- 
sidy had been doubled by the Domin- 
ion government, and ho understood that 
an ore trade from Qnatsino Sound was 
opening up. II,. wanted to know what 
steps the company was taking to im- 
prove the service running out from this 
city? 

Mr. Vincent was then telephoned for, 
and on arriving stated that the C. I'. N. 

company hud not yet i ived the added 

subsidy, the vote not commencing to 
run until July 1. The company, how- 
ever, intended to extend the trips, run- 
ning twice a month to Qnatsino and 
twice a month to Ahousett. In giving 
the subsidy of $2,500 the Dominion gov- 
ernment has taken away the $1,500 pre- 
viously earned for mail service, so'that 
it only meant an added grant of $1,000 
a year, which would not go far on such 
a run as that down the West Coast. 

Asked as to the steamer for the route, 
Mr. Vincent stated that the Queen Citv 
was handling all the traffic offered, anil 
was a very staunch, seaworthy boat. 
The Maude had stood the route for a 
!ong time, and her successor was cer- 
tainly a much better vessel all around. 

To this Mr. Enrlo added that it never 
paid the C. P. N. company in the old 
days, and anyone going down would see 
how small the settlements were to draw 
traffic from. Last time he went down 
they had been 48 hours in the fog goin^ 
up to Alberui with two tons and a half 
of freight for that point. 

Asked about the Skagway run, Mr. 
Yineeut said that the old subsidy had 
been .<2,S()0 a year, with about ,$1,"i<H) 
added through the mail contract fur the 
British Columbia coast. Instead of 
these the new vote gave them $12,500 
a year. At present the Amur and Prin- 
cess May were handling till the t rathe 
offered and were -jiving a 10-days' ser- 
vice. 

On the suggestion of the secretary the 
placing of the name of the Hon. J. II. 
Turner, the agent-general for the prov- 
ince in London, on the list of honorary 
members was recommended to the coun- 
cil of the beard.

On the item of $20,000, Provincial 
Board of Health, including salaries, 
Hon. Mr. Eberts explained that the 
province bad been forced to expend be- 
tween $S,000 and $9,000 for salaries of 
preventive officers along the border dur- 
ing the threatened invasion of small- 
pox from the United States and the 
'Bast. These officers bad been appoint- 
ed in an emergency, but should have 
(been appointed and paid by the Do- 
minion government. It was hoped that 
the authorities at Ottawa would recog 
miya the claim of the province to be re- 
imbursed for the expenditure thus 
forced upon it. He was pleased to say 
that the provincial officers had suc- 
ceeded in stamping out the disease at 
such a .small outlay, Ontario had ex- 
pended some $750,000 for the same pur- 
pose. 

On the vote of $1,500 for School of 
Mines at Rossland, Mr. Hawthornth- 
wnitc urged that a school of coal min- 
ing be established. 

Hon. Col. Prior replied that the sub- 
ject was under consideration. 

The item of $40,000 for the Eburne 
lb ridges -was opposed by Mr. Oliver on 
the ground that the original estimates 
called for only $25,000. 

Hon. Mr. Wells explained that in the 
fust place it was expected that most 
of the old piers would be utilized, but it 
•was found on uncovering them that they 
were so defective that a much greater 
amount of work was necessary. 

Mr. Oliver insisted that the extra cost 
was duo to the negligeneo or incompe- 
tence of the public works engineer. 

Mr. Kidd was not prepared to 
say that the government wore in the 
wrong in the matter. He gave a his- 
tory of the Kburne bridges, and of the 
negotiations between the government 
and the municipality of Richmond, 
which resulted in the present contract. 
The Richmond council did not think it 
"would be necessary to replace tho whole 
structures, but it was found on examin- 
ation that the timbers were rotten and 
'would have to be replaced. At the same 
virile he did not know why the bridges 
should cost 865,000, of which the gov- 
ernment was providing $40,000. He 
thought the work might have been let 
to better advantage. 

Mr. MeBride understood that Mc- 
Lean Bros, were doing the work on 
what was known as n "forced eontrnct," 
which gave an opportunity for the mak- 
ing of extras. The work should be let 
1jy tender. 

Hon. Mr. Wells said tenders were 
called for in the first place and McLean 
Bros', bid was the lowest. Then when 
it was found necessary to do extra work 
it was thought fair that it should be 
given to McLean ltros. It would have 
been impracticable to have divided the 
work between two firms. McLean Bros, 
were doing the work on government es- 
timates and were to receive 10 per cent, 
commission. 

Mr. Munro did not approve of work 
1)eing let in an irregular way. It 
created suspicion and dissatisfaction, and 
should bo avoided in the future. lie 
instanced the case of certain dyking

of her representative at the Coronation, 
of His Majesty, the King.

And whereas the further continuance 
of such a state of affairs is not only un- 
dignified, but it is incompatible with the 
present standing of our country as a 
prosperous nation: 

And whereas British Columbia, the 
largest of the provinces of Canada, em- 
braces within its boundaries the whole 
of Canadian territory bordering on the 
Pacific Ocean, and is therefore more con- 
cerned in the naval supremacy of the 
Empire than any other province of con- 
federation: 

Be> it therefore resolved, that the time 
has now arrived when Canada should 
assume her fair share of the cost or the 
naval protection afforded us above-men- 
tioned: 

Ami be it further resolved, that the 
contribution to be made by Canada to- 
wards the attainment of the above ob- 
ject should primarily take the form of 
establishing and maintaining reserves: 
for the Royal navy at such points in the 
Dominion as are best suited for that 
purpose, and, if possible, that training 
ships for boys should bo supplied anil 
maintained at these points: 

And be it further resolved, that an 
humble address be presented to His 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, request- 
ing him to communicate with His Ex- 
cellency the Governor-General-in-Coun- 
cil, asking him to take such steps as will 
bring about the attainment of the above 
objects. 

GOD SAVE THE KING. 

This cleared the order paper and the 
members, relieved from the strain of a 
long and wearisome session, joined in 
singing the National Anthem supple- 
mented with three hearty cheers for His 
Majesty.
